Aft*ir 
the tntnal cxnirse of legal study he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and befi^an to take an inter- 
eal In politics, making political spettcheH aa a 
Denocrat and was elected to office by that 
party. In IkVS and 18M> he was the Demo- 
cratic spoakur of the Ohio hoooe of repre- 
■antativee. At the oatbrenJt of the civil war 
ha entarud the Union army as lieutenant of 
the Heventy sixth Ohio voluntwrs. Whi-n 
the army was mustered out in IW5 he had 
won the rank of brigadier-general and l>rvvt>t 
major- ^^piioraL He had served iu Aliittama 
ftt tlio fiid of the war, and was ao plwLMe<l 
with the iduntry that he bej^au busin(t«H life 
again in Alnbama, anil was eltvt«(l the state 
chani-cllor in 1h<W, whirh otflf-e he resignwl 
on nxviviTig his commission on thi; l>en«'h of 
tJM supreme (X)iu't, December 'ii^ Vi&t).
